TRAVELLING BY CAR OR BUS? — London is located mid- 
way between Detroit and Toronto, on the 401 Freeway, 
with downtown access via Wellington Road or via Highway 
126. Highway 2 from Windsor to Toronto passes through 
London. Highway 22 from Chicago via Port Huron con- 
nects with Highway 4 at London. Highway 3 from Detroit 
to Buffalo connects south of London via Highway 4. 


TRAVELLING BY AIR? — Air Canada provides regular 
flight service to London from Toronto, Windsor and 
Cleveland. 


TRAVELLING BY TRAIN? — Canadian National and Cana- 
dian Pacific railways both give London mainline service 
and good connections for all Ontario points.
